Very few ii any people in Bryan 
are aware that the vibrations of an 
earthquake warn perceptible here a 
few days ago, nevertheless such is 
the case. Mr. J. E. Yan Riper, in 
charge of tin* c . W. A B. V .engineer­ 
ing corps, was a pleasant oallerat the 
Eagle office yesterday, and in course 
of conversation stated that on May 
14, the dab- of the great earthquake 
at Colima, Mexico, 
his assistants 
Were at work near the new depot 
grounds in this city, and at about 
i :4’» j>. m., they found it impossible 
to operate their Instruments mu ii the 
volcanic wave had passed. 
They 
then asked him the cause of the 
trouble, and he stated it was doubt­ 
less due to subterranean disturbances 
somewhere, although he then knew 
nothing of the earthquake in Mexico. 
Subsequent Investigation on his part 
proved the wave to have been the 
same, its presence in rf- being indicat­ 
ed about fifteen minutes after the*0i]o 
disaster experienced at Colima. The 
passing of the wave would of course 
have escaped detection here had it 
not been for its detection by the sci­ 
entific instrum ents in
